Following on from i!ie last cdiioriaJ it 
ha 5 been interesting to see the response to 
Star Children. \ had a Tascinating chat mtJi 
Kevin McClure who had just been discussing 
my book with someone at jl/ogomit 
magazine.I will not say who until they put 
what they feel in print,but it seems that my 
writings are now the subject of iniense 
analysis in the corridors of neo^iifoiogy. 
Frankly I cannot wait to discover whether 1 
am sane or mad and am sure Xfagonia will be 
the Hrst to idl me. 

In fact,what I reported in the last 
editorial was my real motive for writing this 
book - and,if I really do have to say it again ji 
was not to proclaim myself an abductee or star 
child (in the sense that most people would 
take such an admission).

YesJ have gone 
public with some strange things which did all 
liappen and 1 do not pretend to understand 
them,But I do not believe that I have been on 
an ET spaceshipdudeed,if 1 did 1 would not be 
delightedly telling everyone about it because it 
appears to be a pretty negative factor in ones 
continued wellbeing. 
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Lei me assure you,if 3 wanted to 
make up a story or Avish-fuinil my seif into the 
fantasy abduction league I would liavc toid it 
in gorey demil and sold it to the highest 
bidder.! may not be very interested in making 
money but I am not an idiot cither. 

On the other Imndl have had some 
intriguing letters ’ not only from people who 
find that odd events in their lives might now 
make some sense,but from responsibly 
caudoiis researchers who have told me that 
they arc now gi\ang the question of abducices 
and contactees a new appraisal 

Tliis is not a book coTitmercial so I 
will reitteratc one theme of die bot>k then you 
don't have to go out and buy it! 

[ fear UFOlogy may have 
overemphasised the differences between IIflies 
style conmetees and modern day abductecs.We 
often hear of how (heso are compicicly 
separate issues ^ the latter involving tbiri^d 
eiitiy^ and kidnap,the fanner being more 
spiritual and voluniary in nature,Vet there is 
more of a continuum than you might imagine 
when you assess ihe evidence. 

This poses signiilcani questions iiboui 
Lhe way we interpret alien contact in todays 
UFO world To some eMem Whitley Sti LcIxir 
\vith his talk of a spiritual communion may \k 
nearer the mark than the general image of 
inter forcing cxtniterresirial scientists . 

When I did the Muneson.^ talk show 
on BBC Radio Tw^o just after Christmas this 
was an illuminating experienceJ had met 
Derek (and Ellen) Jameson before and knew 
of his abiding interest in the subject He was.ns 
then editor of the jVeiv.y of the lloHd 
responsible for the front page coverage lie 
afforded us on the Rendlesham Forest case in 
October 19S5. 

Tliat coverage,perhaps more ihaii 
anylhing^influenced public perception on the 
ca^ and had its culminaEion tn tJte Strange 
but true? episode about the incidentsJio^vn in 
December and gaining amazing ratings and 
much media praise. 1 also felt it showed the 
baffling reality of the UFO plicnomenou better 
than any words might do, 

Anyhowdhe Jamesor^j and T had a 
long chal (set for 20 nujiuEes but it ran for 
double dial) and at llte end he told me that he 
was glad to see that 1 was no longer a socptic. 

1 pondered that outcome from Star 
Children and I will not fry to refhie it. But 
then 1 do not think 1 ever really was a 
sceptic.It is easy to assume so because I 
endorse enithlights and other UAP. 
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It is true that! believe ihot 95% of all 
sittings are IFQs (ntispcreepiioiis) and lhai 
many of the residua] 5% relate to UAP - 
assoried itaiurat phenomena on the rringes gf 
scienLific knowledge.But accepting these facts 
- which I ihink any honest appraisal of the 
data must make one do ^ is not iiiconstSLent 
with the possibility' of something more. 

I liave always felt that there seems a 
good chance of an alisn component behind a 
few cases.Look at my book /lAc/id'cfin/i frorn 
1988 if you don't believe me. However,I guess 
that t have diawu back froitt turning 
possibility Into piobabiity and taking that last 
step. 

Yekin iruitLlhe baCBing reality of our 
best evidence must sitreiy make any honest 
sceptic wonder just a UlUc,C ertainly could 
(indeed should) try- to reduce c^'crjihing to 
brain waves and psycliDlogicol phenomena,but 
it still leaves nagging doubts when you look at 
Trindade Island, McMiiinvillCf Roswell, 
Rcndicsha m Fo res t, T rans-eii-Pr ovence, Ric 
Ros Reynolds abdiiction case etc. 

Then tiicre are the threads that weave 
these cases togetlier around the world « plus 
tltc persistence of gov'cmmental interest which 
suggests llicy may suspect (ev'cn if thev iio not 
kiKiw for sure) that samelhing truly sLfangc 
niay be going on. 

E think [ now sec sonu: of the reasons 
why I ran from opcsily admitting what I 
probably knew all along - that tlicrc is a good 
ease to be made for an alien component 
bcliind some of our diia.At leastj no longer 
feel ashamed of acknowledging such o thing. 

Oltiers will no doubt perceive tilts as 
a sell out.That 1 am frustrated or sense greater 
riches in proclaiming (he arrival of ET.Bul it 
i$ not that at all.I v^iil not suddenly lose my 
caution or willingness to speak out when data 
falls short of proof Nor can you simply discard 
)'enr$ of tminijig which teach that most of our 
data has nothing whatsoever to do witli alien 
vtsiLitJons. 

I do not Ihink that an inlcrgalaclic 
nett is endicling the earth.] do not feel that 
beings from anodier dimension are tclcporiing 
here every five minute But I do suspect a 
proftindily to Uie UFO field which is noLhing 
to be frighicned of 

Frankly,! am not about to write 
troilblazing books prootaiming mass cover 
up$ and ET landJngs.So I don't CApoct i will 
be getting rich afler all.Nor.does it bother me 
a jot if evidence surfaces tomorrow that shows 
how all coses arc explicable in mundane 
Lcmis (g to Michael PasingerTor instance) 


En facul would be pleased with any 
ansiver lo appear because truth is w hot matters 
- ndl w hich broind of truth it is tltat emerges. 

Hov^wer^it is well to letncrtiber that 
having an open mind to all possible truths cuts 
both ways Jt includes the nocqjuincc I hat 
there could ^vcIL be sonicthing ^aUen' belund 
the Strangest of our evidence. 

Indeed, LT you free yourself from the 
need to ha^^ to support one view above 
all.Lhen it is surprising how it transforms your 
enthusiasm for this baflling mysicrj' of ours. 

tele visual BFUIog^v 

Since just before Christmas we have 
seen a TV blitz of unprecodcnied proponions. 

It began with the last in the scries of 
SiroffgE buf irue? which was the ruifiUment of 
a 14 year long ambilion 1 have had since 
lySLThen Brenda BuUcr.Dot Street and I 
were struggling lo convince even fellow 
UFOlogisis dial there was something 
iniponant behind I he Rendlcshani Forest 
case.The way documentary series snifTcfLthen 
chopped it, hod us musing about conspimeies 

CK'cr the 3 cars foilowing the ease has 
had good cewerage in the USA^Gemony and 
Japan. But here ^ve hai-cjust hod a few minittes 
on Sky' TV and that awful debacle on Channel 
4 \xhcfic a sceptic proclaimed itic lighthouse 
and police car' itieon^ without even 
iniemeiviig a single wilncss or rcsearcticr. 

I was surprised when I had dinner 
W'ilh Budd Hopkins in Boston a year or mo 
aficnvardsiHe told me the psychologist 
presenter of that Chatinel 4 progrmnine was a 
good ally. Btidd had not seen the hatchet Job 
that his fr.cfid had done on one of UFOlogj'S 
besl cases. 

Anyhow.at lasL thanks lo being 
consultant Ig Straage but ime? it was possible 
to perowadc them io Lake on this ease aud thi ii 
Justice. We were luelcy to be able to get imny 
kc3^ wilneses together and the early decision 
to devote Lie full programme lo the cose rather 
than dilute its impact in fifieen minutes (as 
with other stories) w-as proved correct. 

I had direct association with about 
half a dozen of Uic stories in the TV series and 
I feel this was the best. We covered a great deal 
and flmed far more than we used.In our book 
of Srrafige hut rnie? (Piatkus) some of the 
additiofial malcrial is includccLtoken from 
hours of himing and hundreds of poges of 
mlcrview transcripts.Yet still one mag^s^ine 
has criticised us for not mentioning the aliens I 
In fact there a reason for that 
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None of the wilncs^es we goi on film 
(and Usnt included Colonel Charles Hall and 
John Burroughs) claim ihai there were any 
aliens presentTlTie story that ihere was chiefly 
rests on the testimony of l^ny Warren and the 
anonymous source who approached Brenda 
Butler very- early on. So we decided not lo 
complicate die film by discussing elements 
which no on camera witness would endorse. 

I believe thai this film shows the 
rcaJiiy behind our truly baffling evidence 
better than anything so far put on TV.l’he 
production team ^vere excellent and the whole 
thing came together. Evidently tlie media 
agreed, giving it a big thumbs up.Ratings were 
amazing as welhThis programme got almost 
12.5 million viewers " the best of the series. 

To put that into conlextjt means the 
programme made the top 30 for the week 
(something very dillicuk for a doaimenLary to 
do).[t beat soap operas and became the best 
watched lactuaL programme about UFOs ever 
seen on British TV. I is audience share was 
50%,which means half of ev'ery^ person 
watching TV tJiat evening fWa any of ihe four 
terrestrial channels or (he dozens of cable and 
satellite ones) had tuned into this true UFO 
story. Who said that ours was a minority topic? 

In Jantimy' the long awaited 
First on UFOs finally appeared.Tliis vras all 
down to producer Lav^Tence Moore (a founder 
of BUFOBA long ago) and Tim Good who 
served as his consul tan t.That pedigree shone 
through and Net^iork First was probably the 
most pro UFO liour ever put onto British TV. 

T was sligluJy disappointed by it,I 
have to say. Tim did not appear 
himself,possibly for the same reason I was not 
on Strange but true? We agreed that being 
linked as consultant and cowriting the book 
of tlie series with Pteter Hough could liave led 
to vie%vers having doubts about the bias of the 
item had I also appeared on camera. 

On Strange b-ut true? we overcame 
that problem by filming Brenda Butler, 
Netm}rk First lacked the same direct input of 
any UFOIogists and suffcied badly,! feh^from 
Tim not speaking gut in persuasive fashion. 

Equally,! w^as not overly impressed 
with the choice of csise material.! fell too 
much, time was spent in Russia, not enougli 
space was devoted to Roswell and the Gulf 
Breeze affiur not a good way to kick off. 

The inclusion of Rcndlesham (allbeit 
from a different perspective) wtis a shsme^as it 
inevitably suffered from Strange but true? 
having covered the case more completely on 
the same channel just four weeks 


beforehand.In a sense the fact that they had a 
witness (Larry Warren) who was not on 
Strange but inte? worked to the case's 
ad.vantagc and giive Ihe pfograinmc a new 
angle.!t also emphasised just how rich in 
testimony is this amazing affair. 

I would not be over harsh on ?letwork 
First despite iny roscrv'ationsjt serv'ed as a 
good introduction to UFOlogy waih media 
attention and doubling typical series ratings 
lo around 6 million. This once again proves 
Just how powerful a dra^v is Ihc UFO mystery. 

SandAviched in bcnvecti was the BBC 
and IVeird Night - six hours akin, to a visual 
Fortean Times.There was liitle UFO data In 
fact some filmed tnierviews wiih nlxluckes 
were announced in TV listings magazines and 
then not screened without any c.^plsmation 
given; although I know they were filmed and 
(he witnesses got paid. 

1 appeared on a zzznnducing debue 
about the nature of the weird to round tfic 
night ofT.This was from Ripley's Believe it or 
Ndt (sadly the one on a fiozeM BlackpcxiJ 
pleasure beacli railver than Fishommiis Whari’ 
in San Frandscof) At least I got ii couple of 
swipes in through sceptic James R+Uidi Liboiit 
hoiv debunkers had claimed credd for good 
work done by serious researchers (eg on crop 
ctrcles). Bob Rickard and Lyam Fickncit took 
pfl^irt as well,but we had to contend wiih 
strange co-presenters - a pink cat and l^htc 
chicken - not to mention Anthony Wilson. 

Following this barmgc Sk}' TV began 
January' with a new import from llie USA {The 
Extraordinary - worth watching as I.A Laws 
Corbin Bern son is host!) They also repeated 
Intruders (the mini series based on BudeJ 
Hopkins research} ESnd premiered Fire in the 
Sky (the movie about tJie Travis Walton 
abduction). Late Febniary sees the stun of titc 
second series of tlie enigmatic X-Files (a 
drama with heavy UFO content).Then in April 
Discovery on satellite has a new 13 part 
tVoHd of Arthur C Chrke - 
including abductions (ie I'Man Godfrey again!) 

This bomhardmeut of programming 
owes ii good deal to the fact ihat they are 
cheap to make and that polio; are refusing lo 
siipport crime drarnatiation shows these days 
fearing they glorify violence. Paranormal 
shows may well kill one another off (bought 

Still a new series of Strange hut tme? 
is coming and here is yoiiT chance to 
recommend tliat case (UFO or o(her^rise) 
which deserves the full Rendleshani Forest 
treatment. Let me know and you could end up 
on TV discussing it....Bet you caift wait!

Vlad was a jnainslay of 
the .serious Australian UFO movement and his 
publishing,along with wife Ponyjms kept a 
generation infonned about activities on that 
island continciii. TTie extent of the loss is 
shown by' the tributes pauring in over the 
computer nets from leading UFOlogtsLs.

HORIZON: The response 

I ant very grateful <o psyxhologist Sue 
Blackmorc who took time out from her busy 
schedule lo respond to my disappointed 
comments in the Iasi NUN, 

If you recall these were about her 
presen Li lion of ilie BBC Hon'zon progranime 
reporting alien abductions in November 1994. 

I was disturbed that such a fair minded sceptic 
as she appciired lo ignore serious UFOlogy 
(especially in the UK - where the series was 
made) and put across - on air and in anenebnt 
pubitciiy - aa image that to my mi mi implied 
that all UFOlogtsts were tkv'Did of rationatity. 

Moreover,the programs stiggesied 
to many reviewers lhal only this trail blazing 
show had found some sensible answers via 
science.for which she received considenihle 
media plaudits. Problem was this was research 
many UFOIogists had done ihemselves and 
written about for more than a decade - but for 
wluch zero credit was actually given. 

To be fair to Or Blackmore I will 
summarise her side of things here. 

She tells me that when she was 
invited to front the programme the entire 
coticcp(Jayout and its partidpants wore 
already set by the production crcvvdt was 
dedded that there would be two weeks filming 
and Lhat all of this would be done in the USA 
She notes that site was just the prescuter. 

Suc adds that she wrote her own 
words and directed her ialcrvicws but had no 
cuiiUul uvci Ijlct edUiug of the piogranimc. 
Indeed, she mentions the final scene.Tliis has 
created some curious ripples and appeared Lo 
backtrack from scepticism tvith an out tine 
that almost supported the reality of aliens after 
doing a good job of dismissing them in the 
previous 50 minutes. Sue says she was just 
told what to say here and so she said it 

! do appreciate her admission to 
having done no readirig on the subject unlri 
just before wtirk begun and,impOrtantJy4hat 
she doffl think BriUsli UFOIogisis were sold 
short by the programme but is not clear why.

comments. She also notes that J ought to 
understand TV better having been invotved 
behind the scenes oiyselt Thut may be 
true,and 1 did say in the last NUN Eliat I 
appreciated Avhere some of the blame tnusl laVn 
However,! fear that Dr Blackntore's response 
ha5 not entirely left me satisfied 

Accepting, as she does, that 
sold UFOlogy short,could she not have made 
more of an efTon to put this into her script'? If 
she wroie wliat she saicLsurely it could have 
been made clesir at some point by her own 
^vords that British UFOlogy had supported 
research into those key ideas that were here 
being presented as if newly dtscovi-ered? 

I that Dr BLackmore has lo take 
some responsibility that this did not occur. 
Also she had qpportimiiies to set die matter 
straight - eg in her sVew Scientist’: article 
prcvhmving the series. 

Certainly one cannot blame Dr 
Blackmorc Ibr [he inadequacies of the 
production teani. Presumably,their choice ic 
present things as science versus fhe UFO bujps 
WPS a conscious one,However.in making that 
choice they missed out much vital data that 
serious UFOIog}' has uncovered, rejected 
perhaps because nobodv’ with a PhD had 
suggested ll The creative visualisaiion, early 
life recalt,ESP track records, temponil lobe 
epilcpsv.migraine liistory^Oz factor.bedroom 
lighltull clues, etc, arc but some examples of 
niiggcLS [lie progranune missed bv'^ pretending 
tluil UFOlogy was only abotil the ETH. 

Wliat if Sue had tnsistetl to the 
prtxluction team LhiU the programnie was 
uiiliiir to serious UFO(ogj-,as she now snys it 
was? 1 have sympathy for liic problems that 
Dr Bliickmorc faced But one is left feeling that 
site mav be could have done a bit more. 

Sorry,but that is my optiiion. To her 
it w^s a TV oppoltlmJty^ To UFOlogists it was 
a programme with long term repercussions 
that wilt effect sdeotiHc attitudes for years. 
fhnim. lias credibility in many eycs,This 
programme took decads of struggle by serious 
researchers. cCeciivcly hijacked that work and 
put it across as the discovery of sceptical 
science. It crested an illusion Uial UFOlogy is 
no more than people with very strUTigc ideas. 

Like it or not Dr Black more was an 
inte^I part in such an erosioji of ouf elTorts 
la achieve respectability. Much as [ respect her 
work and personal integrity there are some of 
us who will lake a long time to forget her hour 
of TV glory. To her perhaps it ju$l a job. 
But to us it was a great deal more itian that.

MEDIA MATTERS 

I got a bit worried when I sjiw^ the 
Sunday Tei^graph (15 Jan 1*^95). In a huge 
feature on Avhat they appeared to consider tlic 
eight oddest magaJ:ines on sale in Britain I 
found that 1 read two of them! Seeing 
Bus lisicd ivas no surprise.People tcaid to tfiink 
that no buse^ ^ let alone gld ones - can 
interesting. However,B[JFORAs UFO 
stood alongside Funeral Service Jouniai and 
Beer Ato magazine and so made it into die 
chans as well * which given the contents of 
issues around time of this report may not be 
such a big surprise. The paper had to mention 
that tosh BUFORA publ ished about the secrets 
of free energy - which 1 just knm w-ouSd 
relum to haunt them one dny-Tlial -day just 
came rather sooner than expected. 

Wc should not be shocked,therefore, 
that the South IVales Echo (2 Jan 19955 carried 
a dramatic piece entitled 'count me out if its 
UFOs' ' in which a cynical reporter eKpiained 
why he wont be at the Cardiff conference in 
August (sec page 16). He calls UFOlogisLs 
kelestial trainspottcrs' who know^reatly 
KNOlVjhai JJying saucers haven't i^nly landed 
but are ^till landing. 


In the rest of his tirade this journalist 
terms UFOIogj' gibberisfi and says tJiat if you 
are looking for Bamuins one bGm everv 
minute (ic a sucker) then go to a UFO 
conference. He ridicules a local ’UFO c?rpcit' 
(a term reporters use,not we) as a phraxe with 
no meaning at edl, M for UFO magcizinc he 
says the real conspiracy^ is not a UFO cover 
up but one by UFOlogists keeping (he pot 
boiling, *cos theres gold in them ihar aliens. 

If you want to iscnd him a bouquot 
this wTiter was Dan O'Neill.Maybe you can 
ask how he tells readers he has seen the 
famous tape of the alleged UFOs hovering in 
die woods near a US airbase in SufToEk" This 
is quite clever ps there is no Wdeo of the 
Rcndleihani case only an audio tape - which 
I've seen too - but it doesn't do very much 
c.xpect go round and round in my hi-0. 

Axe you surprised, iherefored ha L in an 
interviciv for The Times (6 Jan 1995) to 
promote the Network First prograirune Tim 
Good tried to disown the UFO community, 
saying Don^t call me a UFOlogist Fm a 
researcher. Sony - Tim - like it oi not you"re 
a UJ“Obgist too. We all are.. 

Five days later tliLs paper attacked 
TV for taking pseudo-sciciicc too seriously Of 
the Horizon episode (see report earlier) it 
saySUlus too much time to people 
believe they have be^n abducted by aliens ami 
much less to the chdi conclusions of die 
British psychohgisi that none of the fantasies 
could be supported by fact. Which was not 
cxiictly what Sue Blackmore said,was it? 

Even the Financial Times (23 Nov 
1994) aLlacked TVs obsession with die 
para normal, citing Schofields Quest and 
Strange hut True? llicse they liken to old 
weekly tabloicfs... designed lo make ihe 
onlooker say fancy thatf or po.’^isihfy 

00-er...even when it could be calkd 
journalism there is a tUstinct lack of ideas. 

Of course,science h;ts m answer to 
this. Ifbrccjfer Evening News (2S Dec 1994) 
aniQJigst others explained that vicwer.r of 
Nfichael AspeFs recent TV programme 
Strange bid True? are more likely to believe a 
supernatural event if they see a televised 
representatfon. Professor Glenn Sparks came 
up widi this finding in the CSICOP mag 
Skeptical Inquirer it scems. 

I see now' what Sue Blackmore meant 
earlier,U wa,s considered Michael Aspels show 
because he presented it. Those of us working 
on it for six months know he only speiii a Tew 
days to record his links.He was not invol\red in 
any of the rcsairch or the filming of tiic cases.

More recently still has been the even 
more controversial case from Canada where

However, early in 1995 Ovo new 
British cases surfaced via the local press. 
Whilst neither of these has yet been followed 
tluough it is worih presenting a report. 

The first was forwarded to me by 
local reader Zena Williams on Humberside'- 

An elderly lady and her 38 year old 
daughter live pt Witiiernsca,a remote spot on 
the Humber estuaJy^Thcy were staying at a 
bungalow^ in Spio3tle)'.a village north cast of 
Hull - date uncienr but around Ctetober 1994 
During their stay in this cottage 
numerous strange things repuicdly happened.

The strangest sighting involved huge 
orange balls that hovered above the 
house.lTien a while ball with a ^shutter' on it 
appeared overhead.lTie women - who were 
then outside * fled indoors. The sky reputedly 
changed colour,! loud noi.se like a Jet aircrafl 
on takc-ofl' ftlled the air and alt the li:x:al 
burglar alarms were set off (presumably by the 
vibration). The women were too frightened to 
look outside but the daughter pointed a catuera 
through the window and just took a picture. 
Indentations were found in the grass outside 
the bungalow the next day and titese are 
considered to be possible landing madcs.

This mid-air encounter could ha\'c 
been another exam pie; witli the shape Cciuscd 
by ihc near head on approach of the aircraft. 
However, we have no otJicr sigiuings for LEmt 
night,which gi\eri the time of day (early 
evening) seems hard to tmagine - except.of 
couisedh^t the Boeing wiis above low cloud 
and ground observ'ors simply mi gilt not 
been able to see any meteor as this "nvould 
inevitably have been far above tliis blanket.
